b. However, in the case of designated country end products under DFARS 225.4 (unless the designated country is also a NATO
cooperative project participant or an FMS/ O fset Arrangenent country), it can be concluded the duty is to be included in the price for
eval uation, since there is no specific coverage of duty. Designated countries are the countries designated in the Trade Agreenent Act of
1979.
